ment respecting Tuan's appointment 
has gone far to convince the officials 
here that the course of the United 
States in this matter is being criti- 
cized upon an entire misapprehension 


f the facts. 
Thus, for instance, it 


has been asserted with great energy 
n some of the continental papers 
hat the course of the United States 
n rejecting the German proposition 
elative to the surrender of Chinese 
»fficials, directly inspired the em- 
iress dowager to the appointment of 
Tuan to be grand secretary in defi- 


nce of the powers. 
As a matter of fact, the records of 
he state department show that 
'uan's appointment was publicly an- 
nounced September 23, having oc- 
lurred several days previously. 


On the other hand the state de- 


partment did not make public its an- 
wer to the German note until Sep- 
ember 23, and it could not have 
been received iu China and particu- 
arly at the imperial court in the in- 
etior for at least one or two days 
;hereafter. 
In the opinion of the 


tfficials this is convincing evidence 
hat the action of the United States 
overnment in this particular case 


did not influence the appointment of 
Fuan. 


The state department has not as 


yet been made acquainted with the 
character of the reply to be made by 
Great Britain to the German note, 
but confidence is felt that it will be 
ike this government's reply, except 
as to the leading feature of that 
proposition, namely the demand for 
the surrender of the perpetrators of 
he Fekin outrages as a preliminary 
:o the negotiations. 


In view of the answers already re- 


cedved from other powers in the same 
ine, the officials are at a loss to ac- 
count for the statement in some of 
the European papers that the United 
States stands ''isolated" in respect 
to this German note.

Count Von Hatzfeldt-Wildenburg, in 
the same terms' as the United States 
government used in replying to the 
German note regarding China, has 
called forth many denials through- 
out Europe. 
In the first plaoo it 


may be reiterated that Tuesday last 
the British premier told the German 
ambassador here that Germany's 
idea of the surrender of the authors 
of the outrages as a precedent to 
peace negotiations was not feasible, 
and in so doing Lord Salisbury em- 
ployed terms similar to those used 
in the note fiom Washington. 


Though this was intended as a re- 


fusal of what is regarded in Downing 
street as the only really important 
feature of the German note, it was 
not accepted as such by the German 
ambassador on the ground that Lord 
Salisbury did not "formally" answer 
the note And left the latter part of 
the German proposal (i. e. that the 
ministers at Fekin should designate 
the offenders) unanswered, pending 
an hourly expected message from Sir 
Claude MacDonald, the British min- 
ister at Fekin.

FLORIDA SNAKE HUNTERS. 


"IVToE't of the snakes saeii in circus 


and dime museum shows come from 
South America and Florida," said a 
dealer in reptiles to the writer re- 
cently. 
"In 
Florida the 
colorec 


folks make the best snake hunters, 
and the method of catching the rep- 
tiles is peculiar and interesting'. The 
hunting parties usually consist of 
from three to four men. 
One of 


them carries a long pole, having a 
forked or bent head, -and a strong 
slip-noose at the end. 
The noose is 


put over the snake's head with the 
aid of the pole. 
The darkies then 


draw the noose tight on the snake's 
nock. 
Then 
the cord is 
passed 


through the inside and bottom of a 
canvas bag and the snake's head is 
pulled up tight to the bottom of the 
bag. 
The snake will now begin coil- 


ing himself up to get a purchase tn 
pull the cord off. As he does so the 
hunters raise the mouth of the hag 
and twist it around until the snako 
is twisted up into a circle at the bot- 
tom. 
Then the bag is tied around 


close down to the snake and the main 
cord is cu-t close to the bottom of tlie 
sack, so that when the snake extends 
its head it will throw, off the noosu 
from its neck. 
Thei snake can't 


throw its head far enough back to 
strike, and it may, when thus cap- 
tured, be carried with perfect safety 
for any distance 
with 
only the 


thickness of the bag between it and 
the hunters."—'Washington Star.
